The examiner reminds applicant that a preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a 
process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, 
instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and 
Kropa V. Robie. 187 F.2d 150, 152. 88 USPQ 478. 481 (CCPA 1951). 

In the case of the instant application the limitation that as applicant claims limit the invention to "the automotive environment" are only 
present in the preamble (claim 1) and are not expended on in the dependent claims. At the same time, Windows NT as cited by the 
examiner meets functionality of the invention as claimed by applicant.. 
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
